Wilmers’ 
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Eighth Dist. Chancellor 
D. M. Russell, Sr., Dies 
At Memorial Hospital 


Eighth District Chancellor Dan- 
iel Monroe Russell, father of local 
Attorney Dan M. Russell, died 
Saturday, August 30 in Gulfport 
Memorial Hospital. 

Judge Russell, who had been in 
ill health for almost three years, 
was admitted to the hospital three 
weeks ago. 

Born in Smith County, May 3, 
1871, he was the son of Frank 
Russell of Magee and Mrs. Mary 
Catherine McLaurin Russell. ۲ 

He was educated in Smith Coun- 
ty schools and received his bach- 
elor of science degree from Iuka 
Normal Institute. After teaching 
school for several years, he was 
appointed superintendent of Ra- 
leigh High School. Judge Russell 
and Miss Beulah Watkins of Ra- 
leigh were married in 1898. Mrs. 
Russell died November 10, 1957. A 
year after the couple celebrated 
their 60th wedding anniversary. 

He studied law at the Univer- 
sity of Mississippi and practiced 
at Raleigh from 1900 to 1907. Af- 
ter making his home in south- 
west Texas for two years he re- 
turned to Mississippi and became 
associated with an . uncle, R. C. 
Russell, at Magee in the practice 
of law. 

Prior to moving to Gulfport, he 
held a professorship in the Uni- 
versity of Mississippi School of 
law from 1922 to 1928. 

Moving to the Coast in 1926, 
he was associated with the law 
firm of Gex and Russell in Gulf- 
port for two years.. 

In 1955 he was elected to his 
eighth term as chancellor, after 
serving seven consecutive terms 
without opposition. 

Mr. Russell who was Chancellor 
in the 10th District from 1914 
to 1922 and who was elected 
Chancellor of the 8th District 
in 1928 held the distinction of 
being. the only man in the state 
to have served as Chancellor in 
two districts. 

He was a life-time member of 
the Board of deacons of the First 
Baptist Church and a teacher of 
the Men’s Bible Class. The de- 
ceased served as President of the 
Harrison County Bar. Association 
and was also a member of the 
Mississippi Bar Association; a Ma- 
gon and Knight of Pythias. 

In addition to his son, Chancel- 
lor Russell is survived by two 
daughters, Mrs. Paul M. Franke,
